INTRODUCTION 


^^T^HILE  I  was  at  work  putting  the  chairs,  tables,  chests 

of  drawers,  and  highboys  of  my  present  fourth  sale  of 
American  furniture  in  good  condition,  I  had  many  friends 
and  customers  drop  in  at  my  workshop,  which  is  open  to 
everyone  who  wants  to  get  an  insight  into  my  way  of  repair- 
ing and  re-conditioning  antique  furniture. 

There  were  also  some  dealers  who  came  and  said, 
"Say,  Jake,  be  a  good  sport  and  let  me  have  this  piece.  I 
will  pay  you  a  good  price".  However,  according  to  my 
principle,  I  did  not  sell  and  that  is  why  the  present  sale  con- 
tains rare  specimens  such  as  No.  245,  a  17th  century  maple 
day-bed,  or  No.  230,  a  Heppelwhite  secretary -desk,  and 
some  other  pieces  which  maybe  will  bring  even  a  few  dollars 
more  at  auction  than  I  was  offered  before  the  sale. 

I  have  often  been  asked  another  question:  "How  is  it 
that  you  get  a  higher  price  for  a  piece  of  furniture,  than  an 
identical  piece  brings  elsewhere?" 

My  son,  who  has  just  been  through  a  course  of  merchan- 
dising, would  say:  "It  is  on  account  of  the  discriminating 
price-finding  of  the  public."  The  customers  have  found  out 
that  a  chest  of  drawers  in  perfect  order  at  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  is  cheaper  than  the  same  chest  of  drawers  "in  the 
rough"  at  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  plus  a  repair  bill  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  in  addition  to  the  "basic 
cost".  Being  only  a  cabinet  maker,  I  say  that  my  customers 
like  to  know  where  they  stand;  they  want  to  get  a  genuine 
piece,  and  they  want  to  know  what  it  really  will  cost. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  add,  that  I  guarantee  every  piece  of 
this  sale  to  be  genuine  as  described.  I  also  shall  be  glad  to 
make  necessary  minor  repairs  without  charge  for  my  New 
York  customers.
